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THE CHINESE INTELLECTUAL 
: STANDPOINT.

The prideofintellect, which, cotwithsLand- 
ing their conventional modesty, the Chinese 
do not hestitate from time to time, to display 
has always been a puzzle to the Western 
mind. ‘There can be little doubt that the 
Chinese, and more especially those of the 
educated classes are filly eonsinoed (hey are 
far superior mentally to all other nations, 
An illustration of this of a typical character 
waa given in the remark of a high Chinese 
official to Sir Roperr Harr that while 
foreigners made use of electricity, they did 
not know what it was, but it would be found 
that the Chinese would discover this and 

enlighten the outside barbarian mind on the 
subject. The observation was evidently 
made in perfect good faith and it isan 
jnteresting’ speculation what really was the 
underlying current of the Chinese official’s 
thoughts. What apparently he meant was 
that the Chinese are far better acquainted 
with the true nature of all things terrestrial 
and Celestial than Western nations can 
retend to be. And this is in truth an 
hctiest statement of the belief of ninety- 
nine Chinese out of ahundrcd. They look 
upon phyeical ecience even of the highest 
character as something far short of the 
abstract philosophy of which they deem 
themselves masters. To form an idea of the 
extent to which they rely upon the latter is 
not very easy in the present day. The old 
metaphysical speculations which were so 
much in vogue fifty years ago are now 
almost completely out of date, and very few 
people trouble their heads about Locke, 
Decanres, Duautp, Stewakt, Rein, Berk. 
LEY and other standard writers of the same 
class, or at most consider their works 
interesting asa mere display of intellectual 
finesse and as valuable cnly as a species of 
mental gymnastics. Time was, however, 
whén it was fully believed that abstract 
speculation of this kind would end in the 
discovery of some recondite principle that 
would explaio all things pbysical and mental 
and place all true knowledge in the posses- 
jon of the .“‘ superior man,” who would be 
able to look- with complaisant contempt 
pna othose who endeavoured tv eularge their 
sphere of information by the more prosaic 
method of a patient investigation of facts. 
The Chinaman, however, to the present day 
implicitly believes in the ideal “ superior 
man” of theabovetype. He congiders that 
the abstract speculations of Congucrus and 
Mencrius are sufficient to explain every- 
thing io the universe and thus concludes 
that Western science is only troubling iteelf 
about pelty details, while Chinese philoso- 
phy is the embodiment of human knowledge 
aa a whole. No doubt it was some such idea 
as this that caused the Chinese official to 
express his belief tbat the Celestial mind was 
theone destined ta.show to anadmiring world 
what electricity really ie. From his point 
of view he was probably right in his belief. 
What such an explunation as he referred to 
would be is, of course, sufficiently clear. If 
by ingenious reasoning it could be shown by 
gome Chinese writer that electricity was 
nothing more than the well known male 
and female principle which his philo- 
sophers hold explains everythiog in the 
universe, he would flatter himself that 
he had completely elucidated a subject 
with regard to which tte Western mind 
. only wondered in outer darkness. What 
this would amount to, those who do not care 
for metaphysical niceties, but still more 
those who have studied them and know 
their true value can easily estimate. It 


would be a mere change of terms, and no 
cn: 
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true explanation of the essence of the matter, 
Dascante’s celebrated proof of his exist- 
ence, cogito ergo sum, is really nothing 
more than a substitution of the word 
cogito for axm, but the expression has a 
certain appearance of profundity and was 
sufficient to astisfy the metaphysicians of 
Europe for many long years, though it is 
manifest that it is just as difficult for a man 
to prove that he thinks as to prove that he 
exists. Argament of this.kand has com- 
paratively little effect upon the foreign 
mind in the present day; and the old- 
fashioned scholastie pendant of the Cassan- 
BAN type has happily become rare. But in 
China abstract speculation and deductive 
treasoning are still in very high estimation ; 
and those who are adepts in them flatier 
themselves that they have the key to a vast 
amount of wisdom and knowledge, which 
the uninformed outer barbarian does not 
possess. They have no idea that Western 


ratiocination and have discovere that it is 
not the kind of intellectual exercise that 
a lead-to any practical results, or evencon- 

uce to real mental superiority, A Chincse 
scholar on the other band clings to his old 
ideas, notwithstanding the cbange that he 
sees going on round him ; and is thus fully 
persuaded that he must in time outstrip the 
Europeans even in their own special lines of 
knowledge on account of his general mental 
auperiority. As time goes on, 80 thoroughly 
practical a people as the Chinese must ree 
the fallacy of this line of thought as plii nly 
as it has been perceived by Kuropeans when 
by actual experience they find out how much 
mental force and application are required to 
master any single branch of European 
science. They must by degrees admit that 
it is possible that a European intelle>t may 
come up to theirown. To really grasp this 
fact, however, they would have to put their 
own scholastic acquirements aad meta- 
physical it ea upoo a much lower 
grade than they at present occupy ; and 
this must certainly be a matter of very slow 
progress. In the meantime, however, we 
shall have to make some excuse for Chinese 
intellectual pride, but that it still exists 
alinost strongly as ever even among those 
well acquainted with Foreigners aod “ Wes- 
tern Learning” is a fact which we shall be 
wise not to overlook.

As if inmockery of their more civilised 
neighbours in Europe the Lamas of Tibet 
have been essaying a revolution of their 
‘own. Having by means of the Chinese 
Government finally got rid of their English 
troublers, the found thev were only 
exchanging Ring Log for King Stork. 
The story is as old as the hills, bat nations 
who fancy themselves distressful still try 
the same forelorn hope, and etill learn to 
their cost the same [eee that the people 
called in (o help when successfal saqerably 
elect to remain. Fortunately the situation 
in Tibet is not likely to distal to any 
extent the equilibrium of the Powers, and 
the Lamas and the Chinese Resideot in 
Lhassa will probably be permiitad to settle 
their quarrels in the good old way, Lut the 
ee is still worthy of some notice as ano 
illustration of whit is going on throughout 
the whole of Asia. Ever since the time of 
K’axcut China bas sought to thonapolise 
the government and commerce of Tibet, aad 
to exploit the entire country for her own 
purposes. It is curious to note that even 
as early aa the time of Lord Macanrner’s 
Embassy to ee a supposed interference 
ou the part of the East India Company

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with the frontier of Nepasul was oy sires | 
to the Emperor as a-reason why-he should 
refuse to receive the Mission, and throughout 
the past two centuries the key-note of much - 
of the exclusive policy of China is to be 
traced to the Tibetan connection. From an 
economic point of view it is not easy to 
discover the mainspring of this policy. As 
an appanage Tibet has certainly never paid 
its expenses. It has indeed from time to 
time sent into China in return for tea, the 
universal drink of the Tibetan, a large 
quanitty of gold and precious stones : it has 
nlso as tribute remitted annually or trieoni- 
ally a certain amount of the peculiar 
products of the land,—musk, borax, 
rhubarb, skins, &., but in presents sent in - 
return and in the free entertainment of the 
embaasies and their trains China has far 
more than repaid the cost to Tibet. The 
main actuating incentive has been political. 
Tibet, and more especially Lbassn, has come 
in modern timés to be the headquarters of 
that peculiar phase of Buddhism known as 
Lamaism, and this on account of its influ- 
ence over the rude Mongol tribes overlying 
the whole northern flank of China, has 
always been specially protected by the 
Chinese Government Under K’amour and 
his immediate successors this protection of 
Lamaism was effective, and the Daar 
Lami, whose religious supremacy over the 
wandering Mongols was a very real power, 
was adroitly brought to be little more than 
a pawn in the hands of the Chinese Govern- 
ment of the day. Naturally, then that 
Government had every. object in preventing 
any access of strangers to the supreme Lama 
who might suggest to his mind ideas 
subversive of his reverence for Chinese 
supremacy amongst Asiatic nations. China 
was herself Tibet’s next door neighour on 
the north and east, and slagels aio could 
prevent all acoees from those quarteta of 
new-fangled ideas, so she flattered herself 
that on that side all wassecare. Tibet's 
only other neighboar was India oa the 
south and west, and here, unfortunately, 
Chita cones England was supreme, and 
worst of all was progressive, and it was 
necessary to oppose every step and if neediul 
have recourse to force. This was the tradi- 
tional ‘policy inculeated on China's rej-re- - 
sentative in Tibet, and Eogland, beio 
really quite indifferent to Tibet, whose se 
seclusion answered admirably her own 
policy, was perfectly contented in her tarn 
to let matters lie. ‘ “ 
But meanwhile quite unsuspected by 
either England or China another influence 
was at work, and it is this influence that, 
for good or evil, has brought about the 
pre juccture. The young Data Lites 
y name Tuspan Grarso, whom Obina 
and Eugland supposed to be telling his beads 
at Lhassa, had really been listening all the 
ahile to @ chance visitor who came to him 
in the ordinary way of thiogs asa visitor 
from his Mongol representative at Drga.

of a revelation, that he determined to 
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dnd study for 
himself the language and institutions of this 
strange country. gland was the first to 
move in the affair. Under tbe inspiration 
of the Russian Dorsterr Tibet commenced 
to think that she had a grievance, and to 
show signs of uneasiness under the rale of 
China, and a general movement against 
Chinese rule and Chinese methods was tlie 
result. Sluggish as usual the Chinese 
Government only woke up to the position of 
affairs when it found that Tibet wis well 
nigh lost, and that nearly all the important 
positions had, one after another, beea occu- 
pied by Tibetans, the Chinese garrisons be ing 
quietly expelled. The Indian Government 
was more alert, and soon became acquainted 
with the position in St. Petersburg, and 
how DorsizrF ‘had actually been received 
at court as an acknowledged envoy from the 
Davart Lama. It was clear that affairs were 
becoming serious, and that something had 
to be done at once On the affair being 
explained to the Chinese objection was 
raised and au advance on Lhassa was de- 
termined on. No opposition was possible, 
the army marched into the capital, and the 


‘ representative of the Daztar Lama, who had 


himself fled asked for terms, which, every: 
thing apparently being settled, the British 
Government was ouly too ready to grant. 
But if China had been inactive when any- 
thing had to be done, she in her usual 
style saw her opportunity t» hoodwink 
the British Government, who vnly dimly 
saw the game. On one pretence or other 
negotiations were delayed while the Chinese 
Officials were taking steps to recover their 


lost. prestige, and re-establish themselves 


under cover of the army of occupation in 
their old quarters. As soon as this was 
done, the Chinese openly declared that 
Tibet was their possession, and warned the 
British off the land. But by this time the 
Tibetana who had been looking to China to 


- get the English out began to see the trick 


that had been played on them, and to find 
that while Great Britain had been content 
to beat them with whips, China had quite 
made up her mind tu chastise them with 
scorpions. Such was the cause that brought 
about the small revolution in Lhassa, and we 
can readily see how grevous must have 
been the awakening, But perhaps the moet 
curious incident in a curious chapter 
remains to be told. The Darar Lama 
had found in his talks with Dorsierr that 
Russia was profuse ecoough with promises, 
but when the time of need had been preci- 
pitated responsible statesmen were not 
prepared to put in practise the things 
romised by irreaponsible talkers on their 
half. The Dauar Lama had evidently 
left Lhassa under the impression that all the 
ood things spoken of by Dorurerr were at 
ee but Lhassa was permitted without a 
word of protest to fall into British hands, 
and TusDAN Gratso foand himself stranded 
with no one to take pity on him. It wasa 
strange revelation to him of the methods 
of government, and, however uawilling, he 
thought it better to accept the only course 
left open. The Chinese Government on 
learning after the occupation of Lhasea of bie 
flight bad officially deposed him from his 
exalted position of Sovereign Pontiff, and 
both sides’ now came to the conulusion they 
had made a mistake. 8o negotiations were 
opened and the Data: Lama asked to retrace 
his steps, TusDan Gyatso may not be an 
able man, but he has learnt the trick of 
supporting his dignity, and bas apparently 
only yielded on receiving ful assurances of 
being completely reinstated, and under pro- 
mises of the sort he has permitted himselt to 
be cajoled to Peking, and the Exreror and 
DowAGsR haye had to receive him with 
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unprecedented honours. So far so good, 
bat the end is not yet. Tuspan has ex- 
hibiteu no great alacrity ia returning to his 
capital, even with hia accessions of ignity, 
and the court at Pekiag is at its wits’ end to 
get himthere, Meanwhile thé! Resident ia 

ibet has evidently been inspired to tele- 
graph that order has been restored in Lhassa, 
but the Lama has not yet left Peking. Oa 
the whole everyone connected with a very 
curious piece of business seems to have been 
more or less disappointed in the result, 
Chinese: Government, The Dalai Lama, 
the Tibetans, aod even the Russian official, 
in Siberia. Of the whole there is, however, 
no doubt that the most sold have been the 
British Government itself, which after pay- 
ing the piper fur the whole, has found itself 
in the end ia a worse position thao when it 
commenced. 
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CHINA AND THE OPIUM 
QUESTION. 
Seige 

(Datly Press, November 11th.) 

Twelve months ago Sir Joun Jorpa ’ 
the (British; Minister at Peking, sent home 
& general report on the opium question in 
which the sincerity of the Chinese Govern- 
ment was unquestioned, but its competence 
to sweep away in a decade habits which 
have been the growth of at least a centary, 
was seriously coubted. Taking it as a 
proved fact that the Central Government 
had largely lost the power to impose its will 
upon the provinces, Sir Joun Jorpan 
doubted if the Anti-Opium Edicts would 
prove effective seeing that the production of 
native opium at the time was about ten 
times the amount of the imported drug. At 
that time, too, Mr. Leecg, the Councillor 
of the Legation, came to the conclusion that 
in general no attention up to that time had 
been paid throughout the Empire to the 
Imperial edicts directing growers of the 
poppy to restrict cultivation. A further 
report, prepared by Mr. Lescu is now 
published asa Parhamentary paper. Sir 
Jouy Jorpan, ia a covering disyatch, says 
Mr: Leech has dévoted much care and ' 
altention t) the preparation of the report, 
and his conclusions rm ‘an impartial 
estimate of the situation after an crhaus- 
tive examination of all the evidence avail- 
able. The two most noticeable features 
during the past twelve months, the report 
states, have been “the continued iaterest 
and energy shown by the Central Govern- 
ment in the question, as compared with the 
growing apatby evinced by the provincial 
officials and their lack of sustained effurt 
to eradicate the evil.’ The report 
continues :— 

“In contrast to this there is the gratifying 
evidence from many provinces of the reduction 
f the area under poppy cultivation. This 
reduction, which varies greatly according to 
local conditions, seems to be as much a volantary 
step on the part of the farmers, prompted by 
ied interest and fear, as the result of official 
exhortation or of a desire to obey the authorities. 

“The poppy is easily distinguishable, especial. 
ly when in flower, and the dread of increased 
taxation, fines, punishment, or destruotion of 
the crop seem to have been powerful motives in 
bringing about this reduction, whiob, though 
alightin actual amount,is fairly general through- 
outthe Empire; though it is only fair to admit 
that in some instances the personal energy and 
determination of the local authorities have been 
the direct causes. 

“No proposals for compensatiof are contem- 
plated to thoee who are called upon to abindon 
a hitherto legitimate and lucrative form of 
agriculture, chiefly oarried on ia remote 
districte, where the farmers will, no doubt, 

rience considerable difficulty in finding 
other remanerative crops owing to the expense 
of trausport. 


: cultivation,” 
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“‘ This hardship will be leesened by the gradual 
operation of thie Deoree which gives ten 
as the limit for total cessation of caltivation, 
but it may reasonably be anticipated that 
discontent may show itsalf in some form or other 
aad it ia doubtful if the energetic Vicaroy of 
Yanuan was acting prudently in reducing the 
time limit of total ceasstion.of poppy cultivation 
from ten to three years.” 

Two principal reasons assigned for the 
growing apathy of the provincial authorities 
is that so many public officials are still 
addicted to the drug, and, further, the 
question of proviacial finances and of 
finding revenue to replace that at present 
derived from opium. This apathy, the 
Teport says, is to be noticed chiefly ina 
growing indiffereace as to whether the 
rulks of the Decree of November 1906 ara 
stringeotly carried out or not. ‘ Gene:ally 
speaking, sm kers do not take out licences, 
Dens, though officially closed, are ia many 
cases surreptitiously opened. Opium sho 
are only spasmodicaily inspected, while 
Anti-Opium Societies are gradu lly dying a 
natural death from lack of funds or interest 
or both.” Though there are exceptions to 
this state of affacra in certain districts due 
to enlightened officials, especially in the 
coast provinces, the report adds “ it cannot 
be said that officials in general have fully 
carried out the duty of leading the move- 
mént imposed upon them by theCourt. ” 

It is important to bear in mind that the 
production of native opium has io recent 
years been nine or ten times greater than 
the mount of opium imported into China 
aod we presume that one of the principal 
objects of these half-yearly reports is to 
enable the Imperial Goverament to jud 
whether Coina is satisfactorily fuldlling 
the pledges she has given to the British 
Goveromeat oa the subject. But this report 
contains no official statistics, though, we 
presume, statistical returns are periodically 
sent from the opium-growing provincas 
tothe Government at Peking. One of the 
Regulations certaialy calls upon tae « 
provincial authorities to periodically 
furnish ‘detailed reports of the area in 
while at the same time 
they are enjoined to enforce the annual 
reduction. Pussibly, however, Mr. Lercu 
regards the observations of local residents, 
or of travellers, as of more-value than statis- 
tics of the kind one usually gets in China, 
pod so he ends his report with an iaterest- 
ing series of statements of the present 
pusition of the anti-opium movement ia 
each province of Chins. It should not be 
overlooked that, though the report was only 
published in London a month ago, it was 
writtea lass June. We are not aware 
however, that there have in the meantime 
been any marked developments which 
materially affect the conclusions Mr. Lewox 
has drawn. In Chili, “little is being 
done”; in Shaa-si, the movement generally 
is described as “a farce” ; in Kanau general 
indifference is noticeable; in Shan-tang 
reporta are ‘most conflicting"; aod in 
Anbui the dens are merely nomiaally closed, 
and the movement is not generally populare 
The province of Kiaog-sa, on the other 
hand, continues to be am .ogst those fores 
most in energy in combating the evil 
amoking, though the popby is but alightly 
grown fm the province. la Chekiang the 
official attitude is one of total indifference, « 
though smoking is slowly and surely be- 
coming discredited. In Ha-nan the mea- 
sures taken are so genuine that ia soma 
rlaces it 1s impossible to purchase the drug.

AMERICA AND CHINA.

(Datly Press. 12th Npvembar.) 

It has been g-nerally conceded that of late 
po Power was h-]d in bgher regard by 
China than the United States, and it was 
felt that sometl.ing stranger than the com- 
mouplacesy of i: terra ional courtesy was 
expressed in the inv tation of the Chinese 
Government to the American Battleship 
Squadron to visit her shores. Certainly, to 
judge from the reports of the festivities 
at Amoy, there was 1 - lack of cordiality in 
the welcome extended te the visit rs. They 
were evthusiastica'ly greeted, royally 
received and entertaine’ with a lavish 
hospitality. that spoke even more eloquently 
than the courtly phrases of the Prince of 
the genuineness of the welcome. Appareutly 
the Chinese Government could not do 
enough to show. their appreciation 
America, 
and there can te no doubt. that 
ther hoped the historic occasion would 
strengtl.en the guod relations existing be- 
tween the two courtrie~s and would be 
ptegnant with possthilities for Cl ina. 
Whether such a result will evertuate e- 
mains to be seen, but a s'r'dy of the facts 
reveal a greuter whole-heartedness on the 
part of China than of America. China 
spared no effort and no expense in her 
desire to do honour to her visitors, but 
Am rica apparently did not invest the visit 
with the same importance. The sixteen 
big white ehina of the Battleship Squ-dron 
sailed into Yokohama after touring half 
way round the world together; bat 
only eight came to China, and though, 
of course, there could have heen no inten- 
tibn to wound the susceptibilities of their 
Chinese hosts, the actio. could not be re- 
garded in any other light then a slight. 
In other words it looked as if they thought 
mote ‘of Japan than of China, and the 
ditninished honour shown to the great 
empire is eaid to have been very disappoint. 
ing to the. Chinese. Of course, reasons 
are given for the division of the Fleet. These 
may be perfectly. legitimate, but even the 
best reas.ns possible will scarcely remove 
the feeling of sorenessness which is reported 
to ‘be felt by China.

America sending eight ships, but the 
Chinese were to goo.t hosts to show that 
they were conscious of any disrepect shown 
by the Government which they wished to 
honour.

How more 
profound the feeling of respect engendered 
when they saw thoee stately ships at closer 
quarters and realised the tremendous power 
concentrated in each. No other country has 
had auch an opportunity of displaying its 
power to the Chinese as America, but for 
some reason or other’she has not taken 
oceasion by the hand. It may be argued, of | 
course, that the Chinese would realise some- 
thing of the fighting forces which a world- 
power needs to sustain her position by the 
sight of even theeight battleships, but we 
all know that, if a demonstration is intended, 
it must be compkte before it is effective. 
It se-ms logical to say that people can | 
easily imagine the more imposing spectacle 
affurded by sixteen battleships than by ball! 
that number, but the result is more satis- 
factory where no effort of the imagination 
is needed. But while questi:ning the 
wisdom which a!vised dividing the Flect, it 
cannot be dented that the effect of the visit 
is on the whole good. Americans return 
homewards with agreeable impressions of 
China, and China bas learned something 
more of the Power whose friendsbip she 
wishes to strengthen. 

Neither bas the visit been without its 
lesson to China. She may have swallowed 
tho bitter pill that af‘er all she isnt in the 


eyes of the United tates so important 


as she regarded herself, and with becoming 
humility may seek to learu from otbers who 
are competent to teach. It did uot perhaps 
need the presence of half a battleship 
squadron to make her conscious of her 
weakness, but the eight biy men-of-war 
dominating the anchorage and rendering 
insignificant by coniparicon the few preecat- 
able cruisers whicl conpose the navy of 
China may suggest to her that shchas a 
long way to travel before the is able to rank 
with oth-ra. As Admiral Saw expressed 1: 
“Tt helps our people to 
u derstand. It was thought that if China 
had alarge Army tvat would be sufficient, 
bu: now ther will realwe trat Chiva needs 
a Navy as wil" Aye, China needs both 
an Ariny and a Navy, but what she needs 
more is the re-organisation of ber finances. 
When the uati-mal revenue flows into the 
nati nal exchequer, an the aational assets 
are calculate/, then many thiogs will be 
possible. .With money, politics will become 
more practical, and when that consummation 
a devoutly to be desired is ittain-d, Chiua 
will oot present so many problems and 
difficulties to the other Powers who have at 
present to protect her from the eects of 
her own weakness. :

THE KAISE 'S INTERVIEW. 


(Datly Press, 13th November.) 

Now that Prrace Bustow, the German 
Chancellor, has detivered his reply in the 
Reichstag to the numerous interpellations 
addressed to him with regard to the 
Emprsor's’ stalements published recently 
in the London Daily Yelegraph, the storm of 
controversy over the subject will doubtless 
abate. So faras the people of Great Britain 
are concerned, they, at any rate, must now 
feel better assuted of the groundlessacss of 
the suspicion, so widely entertained during 
the last couple of years, that the extra | 
ordinary development of the German Navy | 
was inspired by hostility to Great Britaia. 

Though the whole object of the Karsmr's 
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interview was to dissipate this mischievous 
suspicion, we are disposed to think that the 
storm of protest the interview evoked in 
Germany has done more to achieve the 
Emperors purpose than His Imperial 
Majesty’s own statement, for it has broaght 
into prominence the fact that there fs in 
Germany nn inflaential y of opinion 
which repudiates all suggestions of hostility 
to England, and desires to atrengthen 
in every possible way the friendship 
existing between the two countries. Wada 
we come to reflact on what gave rise to the 
“constant misrepresentations by a rection 
of British opinion of his unceasing offers of 
friendship" which the Karsze eaid in the 
course of bis famous interview, he resented 
as a personal insult, we think the origin of 
the suspicion which has prevailed in Eoglaad 
is mainly traceable to his Majesty's own 
words and actions. There was, for instance, 
his famous signal to the Tsar at Revel six 
years ago: “The Admiral of the Atlantic 
greets the Admiral of the Pacific”; then 
theré are on record such memorable 
epigrammatic utterances as “ Our futare 
is on the water,’ and “The trident ought 
to be in our fist.” The Katssx may not 
have meant all that these epigrams convey, 
but His Masesty can scarcely complaia 
that the British public have :oterpreted 
these utterances as voicing ambitions 
hustile to British naval sapremacy, and 
constituting therefore a menace to Britain’s 
world-wide empire. Until the Emperor's 
iatervicw was published indicating that 
Germany's ae rogramme was iuspired 
hy feac of the ‘ Yelluw Perl " no explicit 
explanation of these extraordinary naval 
developments had been given to the 
world, and it is not surprising therefore 
that 1! was ioterpreted by the light 
which such utterances as we have quoted 
were supposed to shel on German policy. 
Yet it bas always been difficult to recoacile 
this view with His Majesty's public spe-ches 
in which he has voiced an aspiration for 
the peace of the world. Only about three 
months ago tha Emregor, speakiag wt 
Strassburg, ‘rejoiced to be able to express 
hia deepest conviction that the peace of 
Europe is not io danger and that it rests on 
too solid foundations to be casily apset by 
the incitements and calumnies provoked by 
envious and ill-disposed individuals " aod 
yet, as the Emparor himselt said in his 
famous interview, be has been regarded as 
“the archenemy.” It is strange that His 
Maseaty has not appareutly discerned that 
the suspicion of which be complains is based 
on his own utterances and on nothing else. 
Germany is perfectly witbio her rights io 
buildiog as large a navy as she likes, but 
whatever may be the inspiring motive it has 
long been a settled policy in England that 
there must be no departure from the two- 
Power standard ia the naval shipbuilding 
programme, The recent disavowals of 
hostility do not affect that resolve iu the 
least, With regard to what has been said 
of the purpose of Germanys navy in this 
part of the world we have nut observed that 
it has caused any excitement on the part of 
either Obina, Japan or America. 1b was 
pot su ted in the interview that any 
maritime adventare ia the Far East’ was 
contemplated, aad probably out here few 
people entertained ao other thought

CORONER'S INQUReT. 


At the Magistracy on the 12th inst. Mr. 
J. B. Wood, sittiag as coroner, conducted an 
inqairy into the ciroametanase ef the death of 
Choa who was nace shot in the street 
riots on November gad. The jary was composed 
of Messrs BE. A. Long, O. DO. Sullivan, and 
C. B. dayward. Onisf Inspector Maker repre- 
sented the police on behalf of [aspector Smith 
who has had to retarn to hospital, 

Dr. Koo, of the Government Civil Hospital, 
seid that on November tnd a Chiaese whose 
nanie was stated to be Chou Loi was admitted 
to hospital suffering from two wouads, one on 
each hip, said to have been caused by 
a ballet. He was in a oondition of 
shook aad apparently bleeding iawardly. 
Hie condition necessitated: aa operation, aa 
it was thought his intestines were per- 
forated, and witness operated on him. He fownd 
the intestine psrforated in seven pleces. The 
wounds in the bip were ose coatinacas wound 
caneed by the traversing of the ballet. te 
rallied a Littls afrer the op-ration but died next 
morning. Hie condi ion was hopeless trom the 
first. Hemorrhage, pee orgtion of the intestine, 
abd the builet woand wére the cause of degth. 
de was of opinion that the balle¢ mast have 
struck deceased direct withou: hitting any other 
object first. :

the man the crowd had gathered in Jervios 
Street and the police having been re ced 
obarged the crowd.

They charge 
edhe crowd in Jervois Street from 12-30 till 
1-80 or 1-45, and bad ultimately to fall back 
into Queen’s Road, the crowd being too much 
for them, Stones, bricks and picces of wood 
wore thrown at them.

Sergt Cooper 
hailed them td assist ia keeping order, and they 
helped the police, charging the crowd for abont 
one hour and a half. The crowd bec ming too 
strong for them, they fell back to the “ Land we 
livein”, where the orewd closed in on them 
on every aide, Bricks, flower pots and bottles 
were thrown at them and two men dressed 
differently to the others carried revolvers in one 
hand and Chines placards in the other. They 
kept calling out “ta! ta!” About three 
revolver shots were fired from the crowd, one of 
which narrowly missed his ah: ulder. The party 
stood this for about a quarter of an hour 
when he heard an English voice esyirg “ fire in 
the air,” the crowd being then within ten yards 
and some of the men displaying hooks. Another 
charges was made during which witness waa 
separated from his associates. He was separated 
for eome time daring which he had his head 
cut open in several places He captured one of 
the ringleaders and pulled him through the 
crowd, When the order to fire was given 
firearms were discharged. “Witness was struck 
on the breast with a brick. This made him feel 
a little giddy. On recovering he asked one 


_ of the Indians for his carbine and on -reoeiv- 


ing it asked for some blank cartridges. He 
that they had only ball 
cartridges. He took two rounds and fired one 
shot at an angle to clear the mob and pass over 
the houses, The Indian constables ran away 
and ss the crowd again bedaine dangerous he 
fired a second round, receiving at th same time 
a blow from a brick on the shoulder.

Petty Offloer Beer spcke to assisting the lice 
on the ocecasion in question, S+rgt. per 
supplying him with a stick to use io charging 
the crowd.

Cooper weotcff 
aod obtained the assistance of three Indians, 
The sergeant thea went to get reinforcements, 
The crows cbarg-d and some one sid “ better 
fire on them.” Some one fired and witness took 
the carbine from the wounda{ Indian and fired 
one round. Altogether he fired three or 
four. After the first sbot the crowd came 
up bat he brought the carbine to the pre- 
sent and they fell back. They oartied on 
like this for some time and he fired again. 
From the first shot till the last the ficiog must 
have lasted for aboot twenty miuntes, Witness

use of rifiee, He did not fire at the mob.

MOTION FORVREDUCTION OF (\PITAL. 
Io the matter’of William Powe'l, Ld., and 
in the matter of the Companies Ordinance 
of 1865. 

Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K. C., instructed 
by Mr. M,. J. D. Stephens, sppeared on 
behalf of the appl.cants. 

In the petition it was stated that the 
original capital of William Powell, Ld., was 
$120,000 divided into 1.200 shares of &1 «ach. 
By special resolutio: made at an‘ extraordinary 
general mee'ing held on Jane 6th, 1905, 
the capital was increared by the crea‘ion 
of 3,000 new shares of $!0 each. The 
Company had issued the whole of its 
sharer, and the sum of $10 per share 
had been fully p:id up thereon. At an 
extraordinary general me-ting of te Company 
held on August 28th, 190%, it was resolved 
“that the capital of the Company be reduced 
from $150,000 to $105,U00 by rednving the par 
value of the sbares from $10 to $7 each.” ‘I'he 
reason for this reduction of the cipital was 
that $45,000 out of the capial had been 
lost by reason of depreciation of stock, and wis 
unrepresented by available assets. ‘The reduc- 
tion of capit.1 did not involve either tha 
diminution of any liability in respect of unpsid 
capital or the repayment (o any shareholder of 
any paid-up capital. 

Mr. Pollock said bis Lordship would have 
gathered from the petition that thera had 
been a considerab'e depreciation of tha stock of 
the Company, and evidence, whioh had been filed, 
showed that there was only oue large creditor 
of the Company. When (ho parties conc-roed 
appeared before his Lordship last waek in cham- 
bers he direoted that evidenoa should be produ- 
ced before the Court that that oredilor con- 
sented to the reduction. ‘I'hat had been done. 
and his Lordship would fiod on the tils an 
affidavit by Mr.-Hinde, Chairman of the Com- 
pany and annexed to it the consent of that cre- 
ditor to the proposed red :ction, With reference 
to the form of order, Mr Pollook referred bis 
Lordship to Palmer on Company L’recedents.

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PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. [lhert & Co.'s Report, dated Shanghai, 
October 2ktb, says.—A small business for New- 
chwany and Chefvo is all that is reported this 
week, demand for the former befng fur Aimerican 
Shectings, and fur the latter, a trifing dewand 
for Fancy and Dyed (ood. In yarn there is a 
fair inquiry from Szechuan and Newchwany. 
Otherwise than this, however, there is. practi- 
cally no movement in our market, and though 
dealers state that letters from their merchants 
in up-country distributing centres report that 
stocks in hand are down to nothing, yet there are 
nu country orders cuming in. There are, as al- 
ways must be, in a country of vast area and 
different requirements, lucal causes tu which 
temporary depressiun may be assigned to certain 
districts, hut apart frow such, there bas not 
heen anything. ia the ayricultural or general 
pusition of thy cyuntry as a whole, to show 
cause fur a cuntraction uf trade, no matter how 
drastically the object lexzons of overtrading may 
have been brought home tu those ensayed in 
the piece-goods business at the ports of entry. 
A purehase of 3-yard Abbeville Sheetiogs in 
America at 96 c.i.f. is reported, which lays down 
at fully Tls. 4.40 at to-day’s exchange , stocks of 
American heavy Sheetings are gradually declin- 
ing, but at the present rate of comsumption are 
still ample for the requirements of the trade, and 
unless sowe improvement take: place the pr- 
spects of a satisfactory maria heiog obtained 
on the above price do not appear to be par- 
ticularly bright. The strike in Enyland still 
cuntinues, but so far has bad absolutely no 
effect on this maket. Chinese apparently, think 
they will get all the supplies they want fur 
soul time to come; it 13 ev lung since they 
experienced scarcity of supply that they ap- 
parently do uot beleve there is such a thing. 
Large sales of local yaro have been made for 
forward delivery at irregular prices, the market 
generally is well sold ahead and spinners are nut 
disposed to give way in their prices under present 
conditions. In the meantime Japanese competi- 
tion is Leing stimulated by lottery tickete given 
away with purchases. the priz:s for which amount 
to Yon 50,000 per quarter ; presumahly the prizes 
are distributed § amongst buyers of Japanese yarn 
in all the porte of China ; if so, the net import last 
year was about 190,000 bales sv that the amount 
presumably returned to bayers is aout one yen per 
bale, which will in the lony run come out of 
the consum-rv pockets. The practice is generally 
considers! ty be unfair competition. and it is 
doubtrul if confidence in Japaness metbods will 
be increased by expepimenta of this natare. 
Local cuttun iy firm; notwithstanding all that 
has been said aod wntten the Chinese authorities 
make nu effort to interfere with the adulteratiun 
of cottun ly moisture, a practice which damages 
the fibre iteelf aod makes it unsafe tu store 
cotton for a lengthened period,
